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ABSTRACT 

Intended to aid networking efforts among mental 
retardation professionals, parents, and persons with retardation, the 
directory lists international organizations and provides individual 
country reports on mental retardation efforts and organizations. Part 
I, international organizations, lists the United Nations and 5 of its 
specialized agencies, 3 inter-governmental (regional) organizations, 
2 international coordinating agencies, and 25 international 
non-governmental organizations. Address, founding date, and a 
description are provided for each organization. The individual 
reports of 71 nations comprise most of the document. The following is 
presented for each nation: a brief description of the nati and its 
educational system; a listing of government agencies with mental 
retardation responsibility; information about voluntary 
organizations, research organizations, and publications; brief 
descriptive notes on programs and services; dates of school holj^day 
periods; and sources of other information. (DB)

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FOREWORD 



Even before intetoontinental trsvel baoaaan so cxsncn, vhen nail czossed 
the oceeuw only lay ship, and tale nedia were unikncMn, netwocking %as nsvorthe- 
lees effective aaanj those In t3» western %iarld «ho shared a ocmnon interest in 
understanding mental retardation and the needs of paopls vAio affjeared to be 
affected by it. For soae of those reaching out, the interest began with 
scientific curiosity leading to a oonoem for the peopls and what oculd be done 
for then; for others the reverse ssquanos occurred, - efforts to oare for and 
train pecple with retardation led to fUndanental quastionB, both religious and 
scientific: «tiy?, hex/?, vAiat worlcs? 

During the 19th and early 20th century, pioneers frcn many European 
oountries, - Genuuny, Switzerland, Fcanoe, England and later Italy - visited 
one another and sone also cane to North America or were visited by Anerioans. 
me work of Binet in Francse vas translatsd into Diglish and standardized on 
American ciiildrcn. Ihe work of Dr. langdon Down received nultinational 
attention. A Frenc±Boaan, Bdouaxd Seguin, founded (in 1876) wkiat is nw the 
Anmrican Association on Mental Retardation, the largest national 
natidisciplinary professional organization in the varld. Interpersonal 
contact was made less casual with the introduction of annual meetings among the 
professional groqps including a growing cadre of pEtychologists. Even so, 
comunication rwainsd the raeponsibility of a relatively close knit gro^ most 
of whose national and international nesbers knew each other personally. 

The first 50 years of this professional camaraderie saw mary advances and 
changes in knowledge, opinions, and attitudes concerning the field. More 
pacple joined the ranks but the mam of oomiunication did not radically change 
until after Wbrld War II. 

Clearly international ocnnunication and cooperation were severely 
constrained durii^ the Great Depression and World war II - a period of 15 years 
- almost a generation. Mien resumed in the poet war era, it was of a different 
order, qualitatively and quantitatively, A nui±»er of factors contributed 
synergistically to these dranatic changes. Among thoee factors were: 

• Ocnmercial aviation on transoceanic routes making it possible for more 
people to travel to more places more frequently; 

• l^econinunications of all kinds with enhanoesnent of the written and spoken 
word by new visual anl audio media, especially those not dependent on 
knowledge of a specific language; 

• Burgeoning interest in mental retardation in oriental and in developing 
oountries, especially in Asia and South America, later in Africa; 

• Rapid growth in the number of people engaged as professionals and 
paraprofessionals in the field world wide; 

• Ihe advent of nationed organizations of parents and the creation of an 
international league of such organizaticns; 

• The creation of the International Association for the Scientific Study of 
Mental Deficiency; 

• 11^ sustained work of Gunnar and Rosemary Dyt^rad in the international area.

In translating ftom another language, a oosparable E^llah term %«8 found v*Mn 
possible; mantal retardation and mental handicap have been used fairly 
interchangeably, oonnotations notwithstanding. 

unfortunately, for this edition the editor encountered more probleeas than 
before in securing adequate responses, in qpite of repeated re^iests, and t!ws 
seme countries could not be listed. But sane new countries have been addsd,and 
it is obvious that the cross currents of information sharing are running 
strongly and in many directions. 

The editor sincerely hapes that new cosfjuter techniques nay eventua lly 
facilitate an effective information gathering and x^xJating process ftoa nation 
across the world. Sporaorship of such a project ahculd be a challenge to the 
international ocnnunity. In the maantine, attenticn is called to the DjgBCtOCY 
of Special Education prepared and pUblidwd ty the Special BAwation Section of 
UNESCO in 1987. It oontaiiB data on the provision of special education ty 
govemnental and non-govemnental agencies in 136 countries and territories, and 
in its 100 pages provides a wealth of brief, factual information in Froncii, 
English or Spanish.

A. THE UTPnED HKTICNS AND US SPECIALrZEn MWHCITS 



Mental retardatian is a vorldwlde prcblon and, as the infctmatlcn in this 
Directory indicate, is a x«ality ev«n in the 8o-<:alled developing 
oountries cnoa they iwich a certain level of social arganizaticn. In 1970, at 
the initiative of tiie French delegaticn, the Social Dsvelopnent Oonnission of 
the Uhlted Nations Ekxncmic and Social Oouncil took tine to aansider the 
"Declaration of Goneral and S^iecial Ri^its of the Mentally Retarded** as 
prcBulgated in 1968 ty the mtematlonal iMgue of Societi e s fbr the Mentally 
HandioBVped. Uhder the tiUe PffTlnmrlm m thf ttorrt-^ny p^hj^wtori 

PBracrm . thh^ affimatlcn vns adopted, idthout a negative vote, by the General 
AsBorialy of the Uhited NAticns en Decenber 20, 1971. 

Overall, ocnoem %dth mental retardation is part of the Uhited Nations' ooncsem 
%fitli disability. Serveral of the specialized agencies making the Uhited 
Natlorai family are engaged in one or mace aspects of rehabilitation. The 
Uhited Nations, through the Social Develccment Centre of the Booncmic and 
Social Oouncil, is eepecially oono e med with the legislative, administrative, 
psychological, prosthetic and eocial aervioes aspect of rehabilitation; the 
International labour Organization in the vooatictial aspects of rehabilitation 
and with matters relating to the prevention of industrial accidents and 
ooci^tional diseases, as well as social security; the World Health 
Organization in the prsv«ntion of disease and disability as umll as in the 
w^o^lra^i aspects of rdiabilitation; UNESOO in special education for children 
with handicaps; and UNICSF in projects of direct assistance to child and 
amtemal health services vihere these have a bearing on the welfare of disabled 
children* 

On Decenber 9, 1975 the UN General Assenbly adopted the Declaration on the 
Rights of pjgftblfld BeraonS f and in its 31st Session, in 1976 proclaimed 1981 as 
the International Year of Disabled Parsons (lYDP) . During that year the need 
for a world %dde increase of attention to the concerns of people with 
disabilities yoB esttdslished so convincingly that the General Assenbly in 
Decenber 1982 declared 1983-1992 the ttiited Nations Decade of Disabled PBrson s.

A keystone in no's vork in r^iabilitation vas RaocDnendation 99, adcpted in 
1955 by the International lAoour C3anferenoe; it constitutes the magna carta of 
rehabilltatlcn and specifically covers mental as veil as physical disability, 
including special provisiora for disabled children and young persons. 

m 1983 no adopted Convention 159 concerning Vocational Rehedallitation and 
Qiploynent of Disabled Persons. In contrast to RecGmnendaticns and 
Declaration a Oonvention is binding on those countries v*iich sign it. In the 
meantime it serves as significant programnatic statonent.

UNESCO has an ijnusually wide ranging program. According to its constitution 
UNESCO's purpose is to contribute to peace and security by pranoting 
collaboration among the nations thrcu^ education, science, and culture in 
order to further universal respect for justice, for the rule of law, and for 
the hwan ri^xts and fundamental f reedcns vhich are affirmed for the peoples of 
the world, without distinction of race, sex, language, or religion, by the 
Charter of the Uhited Nations. 

It was not until 1968, twenty two years after its founding, that UNESCO began 
an operating pi u gia m with a full time professional staff person assigned to the 
area of special education. Once established, the Special Education Secticn has 
been very produ:tive, both in terns of publications, conferences and soDBlnars, 
and in providing fellowships, materials and consultation to its Henber States. 

A conference on Action and Strategy four Education, Prevention and Integration 
held in 1981 (lYDP) resulted in a most inportant statfioent of international 
philosophy anl policy. In memory of Nils Ivar Sundberg, Director of UNESOO»s 
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special eAicaUcn program untU Ms sudden death during this meetim, it is 
known as the Sundbem DaeiaraHm.

The Republic of AJgeria, the seoond letrgest ocuntiy in Africa, located in 
narthMBst Aftica <n the Maddterranean, has a population of 23.5 million (1987 
estinate) , vith vore than half being childz^ and adolescents. people azB 
priiBarily Berbci^ Arabic, but there are also about 150,000 inhabitants of 
'I\jrkiih and other European deaoent, of whom less than 50,000 are French. Ihe 
religion practiced is Sumi Islam, and Arabic is the national language. 
Algeria became independent fron France in 1962. Its capital, Algiers has a 
population of 2.5 million. 

Education is free and ccxi|iulsory for 6 to 13 year olds. In 1962 the literacy 
rate was 20%; it is nov about 80%. 40% of the national budget goes to 
education. Medical care is also free and socio-mediced services are operated 
by gcwemnental or seni-govemnental agencies. Social security benefits are 
available to all warloerB, including those in agriculture and free professions.

Most services are located in the capital, are day services, are free of charge 
and are for children and adolescents. A specialized £k ool for the mildly 
retarded %»8 already in cadstence at the time Algeria became independoit in 
1962, and a second one has been opened in Oran since then. Ocmninity day 
center services are prcvided at 7 centers established by the local parents* 
society; 5 are for moderately retarded children and scna nultiply handicapped 
children (ages 5 to 11) , and 2 are for adolescents and provide vocational 
training and sheltered ucOcshops. 

The medioo-peyciio-pedagQgical day center opened by the Ministry of Health in 
1974 provides psychiatric and psychological treatment, psychomotar training and 
sensory otiimlation far about 100 mentally handicapped and psychotic children 
aged 5 to 15. It also provldeB outpatient services for children, adolescents 
and adults. Itoent consultation is also prcvlded fay the local parent's society 
and in all university hoepitals (eapeclally in the dilldren's clinics) , as uell 
as in other psychiatric and psychological services run by the Ministry of 
Health. ' 

Sinoe 1973, specialized perecnnel training is being given for ^r^teur aides 
and 6ducateur8 (child care warters) . There were about 60 trained workers in 
the existing services in 1978.

The parents associaticns 
have pcovldad a ooraidsnasle amount of oGunselling and pea«it ecftjcation, 
incxeasingly by fuil-^tiatt professlcnal staff. Ihere is still a considerable 
role for volunteers, but it is a changing one. Itiile still being very sudi 
ociCTimed with pereon-to-perscn service, the place of parents and other 
volunteers on the f orml planning ooanittees for state-run services is 
gradually being reoognized. 



tac every school-age child %dth a disability has yet to be achieved, 

but a basic education ptogra nme is being develcped for an increasingly large 
flBjority of these ciiildren. State BAication Departments new provide special 
schooling for virtually all mildly and moderately intellectually disabled 
childroi, and most States are raa beginning to look at programnes for the 
severely and profoundly disabled, increasing respcnsibllity for edbcaticn of 
childrwi with disabilities has been handed over fTon voluntary organizations to 
ths State. Integratlcn of these students into ordinary schools, whether in 
^^iffll classes or in the general classroom with support staff, is underway in 
all States. A 1981 survey found that 36% of intellectually disabled children 
attenl ordinary classes in ordinary schools. Attention is now being focussed 
on retoiticn of disabled students in education beyond the age of 15 years.

In 1967 U» Departnent of Social Services (new Ocranunity Services) ocmnenced 
partial m^N >i «^ i A« to voluntary organizations in the field of training, 
vocational rehabilitation and residential services. Ihis schane has assisted 
the develoiamt of services across the nation and the govemnent has mainta ined 
significant financial input. Following exhaustive reviews of its progranmes, 
the Departnait recently adopted the philosophy of the Least Restrictive 
Alternative.

H^^^^ifB^ligp - Gradually increasing integration of disabled people into ocununlty 
zecxeational actlvitiae co^exists with segregated programnes, partiailarly 
sporting en/ents. I^^areoticn pmyiau i'ies are often orga n i z ed at mLmicipal level, 
CT«*-4iiiaa with utatB fUndlng, and thus there are extreae variations in the 
quality of services and range of opportunities available. The ijqportance of 
leisure time anl of having choices in what to do with it is slowly being 
ifpceclated, and in sons cases young intellectually disabled people are 
successfully running their own recreation clubs. 

i^MMMinh - Ihe menlDership of AASID and its journal attest to the quality of 
interdisciplinazy collaboration in research and practice. Among the centres of 
lesearch into intellectual disability are the larger children's hospitals in 
the state capitals and the various specialized diagnostic and assessBDoent 
centres. Rasearch in these and in university centres has been primarily 
biologically oriented; behavioral and educational research can be mentioned in 
the universities of Queetsland, Victoria, New South Wales and, more reoenUy, 
in a nuBDber of Colleges of Advanced Education.

Although fleet of tha govieming powsr rests %dth the federed cpvemnent, the 
states have ocraiderable legislative pcMers in local, regional and social 
welfoTB natters, as well as the siiMrvislcn of local and regional 
adta&inistratlcn. Thus while educational legislation is the prerogative of the 
federal govenvvtit, the individual states hm regulatocy and adtadnistrative 
power asparlnny in regard to prinary schools. Social legislation rests with 
the individual states, resulting In oonsiderable differences betiieen the nine 
states, not only in eduoation but also in legislation relative to public 
assistance and to specific disabilities.

Ihe state govemnents all have departments re^xsnsible for matters of social 
welfare, including issues dealing with mental retardation. Ihey rarely run 
service agencies thenaelves, but regional legislation prosrides for a 
coordination, si;()ervision and funding responsibility. Infoonaticn about 
regional services can be obtained frcn the states. 

PLaming and Qacrdlnafciai is the responsibility of the social welfare 
departments of the state govemnents; a periodical conference of the regional 
Secretariea of Sprinl Welfare serves as a ooordinaticn body. Ihe federal 
ministries listed above are r esponsible for planning and coordination in their 
respective fields. Ihe Austrian Hehabilitation Oouncil, the non-govemnental 
untoBlla oouncil of organizations concerned with persons with disabilities, 
also daisB coordination reepcraibilities. However, there is no national 
planning group or coordination body of any real inpai^c. 

Leberahilfe, the national parents* association, dinciissfw at its regularly 
scheduled sessions with representation ftan all regional associations, the need 
for services for persors with mental retardation, and the support needed by 
parents; it provides guidelines and organizational assistance, and confers with 
the rational and regional govemnents and agencies.

MarHnai ftnna - ihBre are Still too few physicians who have specialized in 
mmital retardation and the nmiaer of Racialists such as pedfiatricians and 
neurologists, who also are well informed edsout mental retardation, is limited. 
Little ipdated infarmation on mental handicap is given to medical students, or 
is amdlable for graduate students or practitionere. 

iHtwifiFrijii awaigfcMMft - ohs systeu of financial assistance is cxxifUsing and 
dipande in part on different regulations in the nine states; financial 
assistanoe fdr ftjct^M*** and for p erson s with mental handicap is acceptable in 
some of the states, while it is troU>lescne in scorn others. The federal state 
has a family allowanoe plan which prcvidkas increased (double) child benefits, 
continued indefinitely if the child (later adult) is disabled and the person's 
monthly eaminge do not eaoceed an inocme limit. Aside frcn that there are 
variow firancial benefits ooning from the regional states and social security, 
m most states services, including medical care and technical aids, are free or 
fees limited not to CNOeed allowances paid by the state; there are, hcwever, 
some situatiora where parents have to pay considerable amounts for sooe 
services.

- There are 100 residential institutions for children, 
primarily saaaall (rarely exceeding 300 beds) , many being boarding schools for 
mildly retarded children. Sane are under provincial authorities but most are 
private, a largfe nunber run by religious orders. The State pays boarding costs 
and teachers' salaries and 60% of building costs. There are 299 residential 
hostels and aozill instituticns for adults, but sane 2,000 adults are being 
taken care of in the general psychiatric institutions. For the adults, the 
State pays 80% of building cxssts and the boarding costs.

BRAZIL 



Brazil is the largest nation in South Anerioa in pcpulaticn (about 135 millicn) 
andl in area. Ihe basic sthnic gcaap is Portuguese, %dth infxsrtant and largely 
assinilated African and sGue Mnerlcan Indian caoqpcnents. During this century 
there has been oorsiderable imigrBtion, chiefly to the central and southern 
zegicm, ttm Italy, Spain, Qeaomrv ^anA Japan. Bcazil is a country of striSdng 
oontrasts between the netropolltan areas of sao Peoilo (more than lo million 
iitedsitants) and Rio de Janeiro (6 millicn) and the arid areas of the 
northeast, with cne-'third of the country's population living in extrene 
deprivaticn. 

Brazil's social security program is aaninistered by the Ministry of Social 
welfare through the National Social Welfare Institute. Odverage for old age, 
invalidity, death, sio9cnass and maternity is set under a unified systan for 
all types of woctaers. Family allowances are to some extent prtvided through an 
enployDant-related system, nrinary education is ftee and oonfMlsory and is a 
state, rather than a federal reepcnsibility. Oonsetiuently, arrangenients for 
ap ftrlfl? education vary ftan state to state. 

The mcTvenient in favor of the mentally retarded began 50 years ago with the 
foundation of the first Pestalozzi Society, ooncsemed with education of all 
handici«)ped children. In 1954, the first local Association of Parents and 
FrlenSs of the Qoxptional (AIAE) was founded in Rio de Janeiro, follcwed by 
others throughout Brazil, now 600 in nuoober. 

Ums passed between 1961 and 1971 defined the rights and services for persons 
with mental retardation to be carried out by the states, eniiiasizing speciAl 
education planning and iaplenentation. A National Center, CEHESP, was 
established in 1974 to coordinate orgzaiizational and curriculxM planning and to 
stisulate training of teachers for all areas of exceptionality. 

A ceczee of October 1986 organized CXRDE - Ooordina^So para Integra<?&o das 
feesoas Deficientes, directly under supervision of the Presidency, and a month 
later, a Secretaria de Fftmngftn Eepeclal - SESPE - replaced the National 
Center, CEMESP, having fuller powers.

Tlflinit-lnn - Although mentally retarded children have the right to mclal 
education, kindergartens and special classes In ordinary achcxOs are largely 
limited to slow learners and mUdly retarded children. Mcjst of the schooLs f or 
the moderately retarded are funded under voluntary auapioes, such as the 
Pestalozzi Societies, the APABs, individual eduoatocB or ttoysiciaiw, and are 
mainly in the urban areas. While real progress in providing satvloes has been 
made in the last decades, both in the public and private sector, the peroentage 
of retarded children receiving education is still liwufflcient, althouA 
qjowlng, indeed it is estimated that perhaps 10% of all Brazilian cJiiltan are 
still without schooling, althoug^i ocnplete national statistics are not 
available. Special education survey are available trm 1974, »77 and '81. 

Wmk TrainlTKy ap r^ BB?l9 ymnt - As yet there has been a limited develoanent of 
national training and sheltered Morlcshop services, although some pioneering 
raciiitles are available, e.g. the APAE program is Sao Ftoulo with its 11 
satellite centers. SURSEPS (Vocational ItehabUltation Service, Ministry of 
Social Welfare) promotes the establistment of facilities for evaluation, 

and plaoement for disabled perscra in 
general. Primary concern has been with the physically handicapped, but now 
includes sane mentally retarded. A consistent I maL u v wimiL of vocational 
training and sheltered workahop services has occurred through the expansion of 
services and training of personnel. In 1987, sponsored by CAS/Organization of 
American States) with participation of Itatners of the Americas (Brazil/ 
Maryland, USA) , SESFE organized an international meeting plus dananstratlon 
projects enphasiziiig work training in small enterprises and rural areas. 

Mgdical Qm e - specialized medical services in the area of mental retardation 
can be found mostly in the more hi9(hly developed areas and are Increasing. In 
sao Paulo, for exairple, there is the diagnostic and therapeutic clinic - 
aimca de Diagnostioo e Terap&itico dos DistiSrbios do Disenvolvimento - of the 
Omitro de HabilitaqSo of APAE, and the Pediatrics Department of the Sfio Paulo 
School of Medicine - Esoola Paulista de Mediclna (Rua Loefgren, 2249) . 

RPPiclPnt-lql (^TT - Besides the traditional overcrowded wards for the mentally 
retarded in hospitals for the mentally ill, residential care is prwided in a 
limited number of small boarding schools and hemes under private auspices, such 
as the APAEs, the Pestalozzi Societies and private individuals. 
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rfamcifll Aasigtanta - FUnds have been made available by the Ministxy of 
Education, through CEMBSP (and nov, SESFG) for nanerous apeclal and ongoing 
pcogFBUB. Other financial support ocnas fton various official agencies of the 
states and, to a liadted sxtent, the univsrsitias (for research) . The 
Federation of AEABs depends priinarily en pidalic fund laising; the Brazilian 
LaglGR of Assistance (lagiao Btasllelra de Asslsttecia) has been an iisportant 
souroe of aid to apedflc institutions for zesidsntial care. 

Various Brasilian States have active relationfihips with U.S. States thorough 
the rdiabilitatiGn and eduoation pmgiam of the PartnerB of the Americas: 
Fertnen in Aiprcpriate Tectmology for the Handioai]i>ed. 

- A ocnsideraible ascunt of basic and effHied research (primarily 
bixxnedioal) is carried en under university auspioas, e.g. a aulti-disciplinary 
etudy on Down's flfyndmne by Eaoola I^oilista de Hadicina and SAo Iteilo AEAE. 
Other leueaiLh has been ocnAxted at Sio Paulo APAE and at Ricul d ad e de 
Nedicina de Botucatai (Universldade de SAo Paulo) . A sunnazy of CEMESP 
sinported research in the education and behavioral fields is available. 

p Hiame ieJ L Tt^jn i i ff - On the state level there are qjecialized training 
facilities and progra m s for teachers, both public and private, as well as for 
psychiatric social workers, recreatlGnal superviaars, and other full-time 
peescmel. The Pastalozzi Societies have pioneered in this field and have also 
p rm p u fi ff^j teacher training curricula standards for the Ministxy of Elducation. 
8ESX underta)ces the general coordination of perscraiel training (including 
personnel to teach at universities, for govemnent planning, and for 
adninistraticn of state services for the mentally retarded, as well as apecial 
teachers) . CEMESP (now SBSFE) publiidies surveys of teaching and other 
facilities for mentally retarded and other handicapped children. 

The actual trends shown in the Integrated Plan for Specifd Education suggest 
that agencies responsible for training, undergraduate and graduate, develop 
integrated actions with SESU - Secretaria de Bdu^ao Sapeariac (Secretariat for 
Higgler Elducation) and CAFES * Ooordena^So de i^srfei^oamento do Disino Si^ierior 
(Ooordination for Inprcvement of Higher Education) , the latter chiefly for 
fellowships edaroad. 

PlfflmllTT ~ 1^ govemnental agencies are responsible for the planning of 
educatidhed and care pi u giai us for the mentally retarded. The voluntary 
organizations cune active in pressing for extension of services and in providing 
consultation to official agencies. Ihe actuzd trends are new for integrated 
actions with the participation of the various ministries, with the st^ipcnrt of 
CORDE - Ooordination for the Integration of Handicapped Persons.

CACL's national officers, directors, professionzd advisois and hcnarary 
go ve m o i s are drawn fton all parts of the country and act for the Frosrincial 
Associations in dealing with the Federal Govetnnent and other national natters. 
Appraxijnately 48,000 maoplaerB (parents of persons with a mental handicap, 
interested citizens and professional iiiorteers) are united in 400 local 
associations. C3^ joined the USm in 1963, and was host/organizer of its 
Fifth World Oongraes, held in Montreal, 1972. 

Many workers in mental retardation belong to the American Association on Mental 
Retardation and the Canadian Ocmnittae, Council for Exceptional Children, 
National Education Association (U.S.A.). Canadian scientists represent Canada 
on the International Association lor the Scientific Study of Mental Deficiency.

The Depe£rtnent of National Health and Welfare makes available a nunber of grant 
funds for research in mental retardation, as do edso the Madicztl Research 
Council and a nuniaer of private foundations. Research relating directly or 
indirectly to mental retardation is carried out in many universities. 
Xncreasing attention is being devoted to psycho-social aspects of mental 
retardation, in contrast to an earlier concentration on bio-^medical areas. 

CACL, together with its Provincial Associations and also suae of the larger 
local units, has si:Qported research studies by provision of bursaries to 
graduate students as well as by direct assistance to research programs.

health clinics, educational diagnostic services and a growing nunter of 
a^acialized centers in most parts of the country. Quantity and quality of 
services is steadily Ijiprovlng, and more attention is being paid to genetic 
counselling. 

BlrrrtlfD - fftille there is no universal federal legislation which cbliges 
school boards to educate children with special needs, indivlduaJ pro^^inoes are 
beginning to taJoe steps in this direction. Although the nonn continues to be a 
pattern of segregating, there are many innovative pL ogian w demotBtrating that 
\*en children with handicaps, even those with very challenging neecte, are 
educat ed in the same dassroon as their non-handicapped peers, all the children 
in the class benefit. Because of the newness and small nuniaei* of such 
programs, they are stUl peroeived as experimental, and there are few exanoles 
of such systan-wide prograoB. 

WPtK Tftrln i m an d laplqyent - The last decade has seen a virtual e«>losion of 
Innovation and thinking in terms of where people with meirtal handicaps live and 
go to school, ihe vftseat mood and general feeling of cptimian lias not yet 
penetrated the traditional vocational service systen»; they continue to be a 
living relic of the past, usually oondenning people with mental hawilcaps to 
years of repetitive and boring pleoeworJc in segregated and unstimLOatim 
environments. 

It Bust be underlined that the current bleak vooatlcnal outlook must be blamed 
not on problenas inherent in the people with mental handicap but rather on the 
ways in vhich supports or non-siiports have been provided to than. ^ 

Technologies have been developed since the 1970s which demonstrate that pecple 
with severe and profound inpalnnents are capable of productive activity. 
Others have doncnstrated that people can move directly from sheltered warkshoce 
into the workforcae with the right kinds of support. 

Ihere appear to be two major reasons for the current lack of developnent in the 
field of vocational training and enployment. First, many of the innovations in 
the education system are still taking place at the primwy level, and few 
people with mental handicaps are graduating f rcn secondary schools adequately 
prepared to take their place in the warkforoe. Secondly, most of the public 
assistance programroas available to adults who are mentally handicapped are tied 
to a service model centred around the sheltered workdiops. Ihere is little 
"xan for experimentation and gradual transition frcm public assistance to 
oonpetitive enployment because under current structures as soon as a person 
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starts to sam any significant anount of many, sven If it is not e(]ual to ths 
full banaflts rsoeiviad undar social asslstanoa, thosa social assist2uioe 
bmafits ara withdratun. Ihls has sada sarvioa dalivsirars and families hositant 
alxut jsqpazdizing aodstlng supports %ftMn fiitura jcb asourity is not 
giiacantsad.

by e e r i o us p61icy-na)QBrs, %tiile ocaaunity-bassd alternatives have becxme 
incxeasingly feasible and desirable. Fewer and fewer people are docewd lay any 
pcograBners to require institutions, and in fact a growing nunber of 
pcofessicnals, policy-nahars, fasUiee and politiciane are begiming to adopt 
the view that no handicapped person requires an instituticn; people who have a 
handicap require varied and flexible degrees of stqppart, and none need to be 
groMped excessively in crdar to receive auch sifport. 

linanGlal AaBistanoB - Federal agencies and provincial gDvemnents acfpoEt 
pmyiams pct^lding sexvioes for persons with a santal handicap, although the 
pre s ait level of assistance is still insuf f iciant to enable provislcn of 
optinal ooBSunityHaased servioas. Adults are eligible for disability pensicns 
througfh national Ranily Benefits legislation. 

pn nwt im and ledeure - As in other eervioe areas, most reczeaticn and leisure 
activities for pecple labelled nontally handicapped were initially dsvelcped by 
local associations for the mentally retarded and began as segregated programs. 
Ihese included baling leaguae, floor hodkay Isagues, swinming cltibs, dances 
and sunmu: canps. In ths 1970s, with ths incaDeased public reoogniticn and 
iidllingness to meet the needs of handicapped citizens, many generic recreation 
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agencies and nunlcipal recraatlcn dBpaitmsnts awiiiwiflfl the zBspcnsibillty to 
pmdde aervioes for peo|>Ie ^ are handioanped, but usually these hove 
continued to be segregated prograBsas. Sucti leczteaitianal qppartunltles are 
available in most cities, but a recant survey of Oanadian p u M jr-finmws has 
i n di c a t ed a dramatic lack of recKeatiGnal sscvioas in rural areas. Ttm Special 
OlynpicB ptujiaume a ponscaed by the Kamed/ FoundatiGn in the Uhited States and 
by the Foster Foundation in Canada provides an cipartunity for anny hanUca|f)ed 
people to engage in physical activity and aports and to ocnfiete at regional, 
national and international levels. 

HoMBver, there is an incxeased recognition of the need to take a freah look at 
recreational progxvmning and cnmrccne the attitudes amongst professionals who 
have been trained fbr eegregoticn* Newer models, such as the lsisure-bud% 
progranme, vhich is vidsly practiced across Canada, provide an cpportunity for 
VDlunteers to help persons «ho are handioaiiped sdoe use of the regular leisure 
and recreational cpportunitles in their ooawnitieB. Similarly, adults «ho are 
mentally handicapped are being helped to tajoa raaponsibility for planning and 
going on ordinary vacations, within their budgets, %A)ile receiving as much, or, 
as little, gappart as necessary. Self-advocacy groups, lonown as People First, 
have spread widely across Canada and are increasingly influential in changing 
puftilic attitudes. People First are affiliated with the CACL and are 
represented on its gcveming board. 

Paraownel Training - Host teachers of special classes have had extra training, 
but it is not a pre-requisite in all the provinces. Many connunity oollegas 
offer 2-year post-secondary courses which train variOBrs for such areas as early 
childhood education, recreation, vocational and residential services. 
Increased opportunities are available for advanced training in mental 
rstardatiai for doctors, aocial wtkeaca, paychologists, teachers, etc. Ohe G. 
Allan Rosier Institute offers intensive ahcrt-^tenB courses for volunteers, 
front-line worloers and adninistrators in mental retardation aervioes. 

Plflmtrn ~ Extensive long range planning is being carried on in the mental 
retardaticn divisions of Provincial govemaents, in partnership with C3UX and 
its provincial affiliates.

Ibe work force of 501 million is 
divided in 66% agriculture, 21% industry, 11% other, 2% unenplcyed. Tvo thirds 
of China is mountaincxis or aoni-desert; one tenth is cultivated.

Aooonling to Professor Tao Rao T&i, Professor of Child Mental Health in the 
Nanjing Medical Uhiversity, the Chinese definition of mental retardation 
y V yt-flH by the Chinese Medical Association is similar to that prcnulgated fay 
the Wbrld Health Organization, as originally proposed by the Joint Ccninission 
on International Aspects of Medital Retardation. It enphasizes that mental 
retardaticn conprises both intellectual inpairment and ijipairments in social 
adaptive behaviour (Tao Hiio Tai, toerican Journal of Mental Retardation, 93, 
193-199, 1988) . Chinese authorities still use the former categories of idiot, 
inisecile and feeble-minded. 

Official sources astimte that of the 50.6 million disabled perisons in China, 
seme 10 million are mentally handira^ped, 17 million are deaf and partially 
hearing, 7.5 million are plq^ically handice^Jped, 7.5 million are visually 
iapaired, 1.9 million are mentally ill and 6.7 are nultiply handicapped.

Official interest in disability has developed at a rapid rate, particularly 
since 1981. Official delegations have visited several countries, including the 
USA, Scandinavian countries, the United Kingdom. Chinese officials and 
scientists are also attending more international conferences - eg the Wbrld 
Congress of Rehabilitation International in Tokyo in 1988. In the same year, 
the first international conference on special education was held in Beijim, 
opened by Deng Pu Fang, director of the Oiina Disabled ffersons Federation and 
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8cn of the pcenler, himelf a disabled person usincr a wheelchair as a result of 
being thrown fron a windcw during the Cultural Rsvolutlcn. At this ocnferenoe, 
figures givm whldi wde It clear that only a snail ptqparticn of China's 
disabled people were xeachad by servioes but that it was the intention to reacii 
all, including those in ronoite rural areas. 

A nunfcer of ^)ecialists frtn other countries have been invited to tate part in 
seninazB and voritshops designed to familiarize Chinese staff with methods of 
eduotttion and r«habllitatlcn in other countries. Qcganizatlons which have been 
invited to contribute to Chinese staff dsvelcfiDBnt projects include the 
mtemational League of Societies for Persons %irlth Mental Handixap, 
Ittiabilitation mtemational, caritas and mterald. It is likely that these 
overseas oNchanges will in future be coordinat ed th rough the International 
Center for Technical and Boononic E»change (dCEIE) . 

m 1987 the Chinese govemnent made it clear to all Civil Affairs officials 
that each Provincse, C3ounty and township must beocne actively involved in 
providing social services. 

The division of responsibility for services is similar to that found in many 
other countries: 

Ifae Ninistxy of Health plays a najor part in case finding and service delivery 
at local level. Doctors and other health workers have a major responsibility; 
they tend to be mainly psydhiatrists and pediatricians. Ohere is an aqphasis 
on assessment and diagnosis and case manargenent. 

atae Ministry of dvlL Affairs is responsible for most comnunity and residential 
services. Although the majority of people with mental retardation live in the 
connunity with their families, China has a nunter of large residential 
Iratltutions. Ihese cater for disabled children of all Idnds, especially for 
those who have been abandoned or whose parents cannot look after then. Sane of 
these institutions provide outreach programnes (eg in 12 districts of 
Shanghai) . Although large, these institutions have high staffing ratios. Scne 
iiKtitutions are supported and equipped by international agencies such as 
UNICEF. 

lbs StaltB Bchxation Ccnnission Is responsible for the education of all 
children. Including those with disabilities. It Is estimated that 53,000 
children attend special schools or classes and that around 15,000 teachers are 
working in the field of special education. Ihis is a very small proportion of 
the nrntoer of children who need education but the intention is to es^and this 
number. 

Special education teacher training courses have been established in Beijing, 
Shan^i, Huar^zhou. Nanjing has a large new special education teacher 
trainir^ college, with sections concerned with visual inpairment, hearing 
inpairment and mental retardation. Both initial and inservice training is 
provided. This college is partly supported and equipped ty UNICEF, and there 
are collaborative liiiks with universities of Oslo and Majxhester, UK. 

Bib Ministry of labour is developing policies to ensure the fullest possible 
access of disabled persora to work. Precise figures are not available. 
Sheltered workshops have been set up for disabled person - ©g especially for 
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Mnwily and ptq^ically Inpalred wocters. It is daiaied that aLoost all of 
25, OCO persons with sa« v^^rki,^ ability have been givS^L^^S^L

TedMon, tha seat of the Goverraent of the Republic of China since 1949, is an 
island located 90 miles off the souttoast coast of mainland China. A range of 
nountains foxns the badtbcra of the island of l^van (Ftsnnosa) , the westsm 
slope being fertile and well cultivated. The eoanaae/ is based on agriculture, 
focestry and much li<fiA. industry. 

Partly due to the mass influx of population frcn mainland China around 1950, as 
veil as the hic^ birth rate and reduoed infant mcartality rate, the population 
has doubled in the last 35 years to about 19.5 millicn. Scne are believed to 
be iVim riiiVrl fron tribes that migrated frcn the Ihili|]pines; most have ccme 
over the past 300 years fron mainland China, and nearly every Chinese dialect 
li» repceeented. Ihe capital city is Taipei, near the northem tip of the 
island, with a population of nearly 1.5 millicn peqple. 

Sinoe 1975, both primary and secondary school p txxjre a m for children with mental 
retardation, as well as vocational training, residential care and research 
projects, have grown significantly.

Sixteen major editcational acts and statutes pas^ied between 1968 and 1988 have 
made significant oontributicra to the develcpnent of special education programs 
in the country. 

Madical Pare - Retarded perscns receive medical care f ran their family 
physicians or from public health programs in the camunity. 

pBraomeJ T ralnlTTT - provincial Tai{)ei Ndrmal Oollege offers l-year full- 
time training programs for teachers of classes for mentally retarded pKjpils at 
the primary level. Ihe Graduate Institute of Educ a tion and the fecial 
Education Oenter at the National Taiwan Nomal University offer pre-servioe or 
in-servioe training programs for teachers of classes at the secondary level, as 
does the Department of Special Education at Taiwan Provincial ChanghRKra Oollege. 

Research - Staff nesii^ers of the Departments of Education, Psychology and 
Psychiatry of universities have been publishing their research studies on 
mental retardation in such journals as the Chinese Journal of Psychological 
Testing, Chinese Journal of Guidance, and Acta Pediatrica Sinica. 

Residential C&re - Ihe majority of residential centers for moderately and 
profoundly retarded persons are run by private organizations. Three are 
located in the northern part, two in the central part, and one in the southern 
part of the island. In addition, there are three supported by government. 

Wtatk Train i n g ^ Bt gilovment - Good-will Industries and day care programs offer 
work training; classes for mentally retarded adolescents at the secondary 
school level also offer vocational training.

ifarlc Traini in fl fri ii ^i«yMwh - Young people with mentally retardation are 
designated by the special district ocnmisslons attached to the school authority 
(teachers, specially trained educators, psychologists, social worlOBrs, child 
psychiatrists anchor other pt^lclanB) as **persons vdth lessened vnarlcing 
ability" and entitled to have special protection. Such a person has preference 
of enployment in selected working places, although there is still a shortage of 
special sheltered workshops.

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DENMARK 



Donnazk is a constitutional monarchy with a mainly honogenecus population of 5 
Billion (not Incliiding the Faroe Inlands and Greenland) . It is a social 
%mlfat« state which assumes mjor responsibility for the education, health and 
^«lf are of all its citizens. Elementary education has been oonpilsor y for more 
than 150 years; more than half the population receives scne kind of seoondazy 
education, mai^ throuc^ evening courses and the FoUc Hi^ Schools. 

Secvioes for persom with nental handicap were started in 1855 with a boarding 
echool for 15 chUdren. A fev years later the optimistic viev that mentally 
handixa«]ped childrm oould be "cured** by education and physical training was 
given tp, and a private custodial care system developed, sif:parted by the 
state. Ihe country was to a greater extent than others covered large 
residential f€K;ilities. This *'put away** policy was based on the idea of 
protectionissai with laws on oonfinanent of people, sterilization, prohlbiticn 
agalist mrrlage between persons with mental handicap, etc. 

m 1952 a national parents association «as founded. Acting as a political 
pressure group, it suoceeded in having a govemnent ccnnittee set q> (1954) to 
prepare oonpletely new legislation based on the principle of normalization, 
i.e. to create nomal living ccnditions for people with mental handicap. In 
1959 a special law was adapted under the Ministry of Social Welfare which gave 
reeporBibility to a new State Nental Retardation Service, functioning thrcug|h 
12 regiora, directed by N.E. Bahk-ilildoslsen {^>itlo had been appointed seczetazy 
of the legislative ccnnittee In 1954) . Mandatory education for all children 
was introduced but took mare tdian a decade to ijiplenent. All services, with 
few exDeptions, became voluntary, and modem institutions with small units were 
built, becoming a model for visitors frcm many countries. Bit by the 1970s 
reduction of the large iistltutiora had started; hostels were established in 
close cooperation with the parents* organization %Aiich tenporarily financed thp 
buildings; soon other forms of living in the ocrammity were being used, sur^i as 
eualler grop hemes and apartments.

iwnTj rwi groups in society. Service is to be given according to the need of 
the individual regardless of the origin of the need. Responsibility was 
delegated frxao the national govemnent to the regional and local authorities 
(16 counties ana 275 municipalities) making them directly responsible for help 
to all citizens in their rwpective field of services.

Itie national parents organization was started in 1952 and initiated the request 
for a stud/ ocnmission \yhich led to the 1959 legislation based on goals to 
beocnie kncMn as the Nannalization Principle. In 1960 X£V was a founding maber 
of the International League of Societies for Persons with Mental Handicap. 
Always deeply involved in iapircving the life sitMition of all retarded children 
and adults, I£V Morteed closely with the national Mental Retardation Service 
Airing its pioneering years of the 19608 and 'TOs, and since 1980, cooperates 
with and monitors the county and local councils which now carry the direct 
service responsibility. The boards of directors of I£V*s 16 branches smort 
the interests of peo|>le with mental retardation and their families in 
negotiations with the 16 county and che municipal councils, financially and 
ooiisultatively, in making it possible for retarded people to live in houses and 
apartments among other people, and to receive the needed practical assistance 
to ccn|)ensate for their handicap. Believing that "the m^t inportant technical 
aid for a mentally retarded person is another human being,** lEV has been stxcng 
for abolishing the large institutions in favor of living in the oonuuni^. 
UV's program gives equal laportanoe to the need for st^jport to parents, giving 
them (and also the county and mwiicipal staff) infomation and guidance on the 
needs of retarded children and adults, not forgetting the special problene and 
tasks of the families involved. Finally, ijrv continues to keep the general 
public iniTormed and interested.

places) had been available for ptpils who were. In the language of that time, 
d^iles. After the war about 75 small special day schools were built all over 
the country. By and by the clientele of these schools changed ftcm mildly and 
moderately retarded to severely and profoundly retarded children. The mildly 
and moderately retarded children were gradually Integrated in the ordinary 
school systesQ. Special schools were under the administrative control of the 
Ministry of Social Affairs, and the regulaUons were part of the sprici^ law on 
servic^^ for the retarded (1959) . 

In the social reform of 1980, all reepcnsibility for education was transferred 
to the Ministry of Bduoation. In addition to the nine years of oeanxilsary 
education in the primary and lower seocndv.y schools, all children age 5 to 7 
years are entiUed to cne year in pre-school class, and later to oontijfwe in a 
tenth school year.

Feople are helped to live noocnal lives in the oomunity thrcug|h the granting of 
disability peroiora, mt suiasidies, other eccncnic conpensation, tecimical 
aidi and facilitating eqploynant. 

cash benefits are lendered on an indivldcial basis to fandlies loeeping a 
handiovped child at hone to ccnpensate for tlie extra costs involved. Also 
handioiVped adults can be given ocnpensation for extra costs of living as well 
as extra costs for their education, vocationed training and enploynent. 

Fractical assistance in the hcne is available in all municipalities to help 
hanlice^ped and old people live a noooal life in their CMn hones. Hems help 
w be granted eith^ for a traditional period or as a permanent help, but it 
can also be given as an occasional relief for fandlies }dho have a person with a 
physical or mental handicap in their home. 

Itehnical aids for disabled and old people are provided usually free of charge, 
as veil as funding for adaptation of a dwelling to fit the needs of a 
handicapped person. 

ftiiiiMinh - Traditionally, ptovisicn for the care of retarded persons and 
Afficort to their families has been considered more ijiportant than research. 
However, in the period from 1965 to 1980, the Research oonnittee of the Hental 
Retardation Service financed, thrcugfh a special fund, over 100 research 
projects on medical, social, edocaticnal and other subjects. Ihe scope of the 
John F. Kemady Research Institute, originally intended for research on 
phenyllQBtonuria, was widened to encon|>ass other disardezs, including a qpecial 
section for chromcisone research. Other research, directly or indirectly 
related to mental retardation, is prcmoted by the Danish Society for the 
Scientific Study of Oligophrenia and other scientific organizations, including 
the National Iiwtitube of Social Research. 

iteramiBl Trainina - In 1961 the Mental Retardation Service established a 
Fersomel Training School (Bereonalet^sKolen - Islands Bryc^ 83 A. , 2300 
Oaputwqen S.) which annually trained scne 400 students as "care Assistants.*' 
(In Deroark, the care Assistant is the worloer with long-term contact with a 
ruaber of handicapped clients, with overall responsibility for their 
developoent and well being.) Ihe 3-year salaried training period was spent in 
part at the saxxji . in part in practical training in the various types of 
service facilities. In more recent years a parallel 3-year training course for 
"Social care officers** was started which pr^iared direct care woricers in the 
field of both the aged anl the handicapped; similar ocurses as well as 
fK^lenentary courses for senior staff menbers, social workerG, therapists, 
sheltered worlcshop personnel, are now available also in a few other schools. 



Teaciiers ate required to have passed the Teacher Oertif ioate Examinatian or 
certification as kindergarten or recreation teachers, and additional in-servioe 
and short caurse training is provided. 

^**»^^TBtifln and FllBmlnj - Ocxxrdination of the efforts of local and reaional 
authorities aocxxrding to the 1980 Social Assistanse Act is secured by T 
statutory planning aystsn. Each yoar all ocunties and nuniclpalities aust 
develop a detailed idan of their social service system for a four year period 
and send it for review to the Ministry of Social Affairs. A unifoJn 
interpretaticn of social legislation all over the country is secured by a 
qpecial appeal systan for the social sector, so that under certain oonditioro 
decisions talcen on local and regional level can be brought before a National 
Appeal Board. 

©» National Council for the Handicapped is made of reptmentatives fton the 
organizations of persons with handicap and frcm the national, regional and 
local authorities, plvis representatives frcm other relevant ninistrleei 
(housing, regional planning, traffic, trainlng/eAacation and cncaoynent) since 
handicap cyiestions are not only the responsibUity of the Ministry of Social 
Affairs but also of other govemnental departments. OJie Omincil is to follow 
and assess the social conditions of disabled persora in Onerk. It can be 
consulted by the Minister of Social Affairs and other public authorities on 
aatters of Inportance for handicaiped persons; it nay ta)CB initiatives and 
submit proposals. CJorxeEponaing councils are set tm on the regional level anl 
may be set \^ also on the local level.

piugiams for education of the pulallc. Uhfortunately, many of these measures 
hacve not yet been made effective, but the legal franswork exists.

In 
the official sector, these oenters depend on the Ministry of Bdhjcation and 
culture, the Ministry of Social Welfare and the National Iratltute for the 
Child and Family. This growth can be choun In the following figures: 

In the year 1977, there were 24 apeclal education oenters in the country. In 
the year 1985, there were UO special education oenters, of which 53 take 
specific care of the mentally retarded population. In spite of this growth, in 
respect to the coverage of aervioes, these are still very limited. Ihe nunter 
of existing programs are insignificant to attend an iaportant population 
requiring these services, sinoe only 0.81% of the population benefits frcm 
them. 

Woric. Trajniiyi ffld T^^^Vffinfr - In the enployment and vocational training area, 
private as well as official, very little initiative is to be observed. In the 
case of private organizations, the sinport of North American programs on a 
technical and financial level should be noted. However, the Fundacl<Sn 
Ecuatorian Pro-Rehabilltaci<in del Subnormal Mental is a private organizaticn 
formed fay parents, businessmen and professionals who look for funds to support 
sheltered workshops for young people who leave speclai education oenters aid 
need to develop work skills necessary for then to be employed in the oamunlty. 
Morthy of note on the official and semi-official level, also, are the prograns 
being developed by the DINAFM - Oentros Raglonales de Rehabllltacidn Integral 
del Minusv&lidos, through its regional branches in Quito (CasUlo 4130) , 
Guayaquil (Av.

For exanple, within the future aims planned 
by EASINAFM is the creation of a residential home for mentally retarded 
persons. 
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Fifwtinlfti AasifltanoB - the private sector finances its cperatlGns with many 
dlffi'ailties, with dkonatlons tram the parents; scholarships traai industries, 
onmKtviM or the banking systan, given to put>ila with little incxms; activities 
aich as oollecticns or raffles; ocnplinentazy distriJautim tsxm the Ministries 
of Bducaticn, Welfare and INNFA; and a oonoessiGn of fiscal assistance for the 
perscnnel working in the centers. 

Ohere are also rehabilitation scholarBiiips that the Ecuadorean Iratitute of 
Social Security (lESS) grants to eaooeptional children viho axe sora or daughtecs 
of social security recipients. 

In reepect to the constiMcticn and erjilpmpnt of the centers, the service dtdw 
(Rotary, Liens, etc.) and other international argpmizatior» have been of great 
help. 

ftgqWBtia) - Programs for persons vith physical and seraory handicaps have been 
developed, lait not the area of mental retardation. Ihe recxeaticnal ftmjr fma 
for them are realized on an individual institution level. 

BBBBBPCb * m the investigation field, there is no major activity* However, on 
the private level there is a glimering of a fev atteqpts to go deeper into 
related themes, e.g. affected population, beneficiaries, training needs. 

teaomel Training - Capable hmn rescuroes for the developnent and training 
of personnel for the special child are dramtically iimifficient. Ihere is no 
definite policy regarding the forming of specialized personnBl. until 1980 
there were no more than 25 epecialized persons in epecial education in the 
country; these had obtained their training in foreign oountriee. Aooording to 
estimates for the year 1985, the need for this ty^e of persomel would be 
17,626. Actually, there are appraKimately 150 teachers. During the last 
years, various national and foreign organization have helped In obtaining anil 
training personnel, the most relevant being the Organization of American States 
(OAS) , the Rilbright CSGunission, IMESGO, the U.S. Agency for International 
Developnent (AID) , I%u±nerB of the Americas and the Paaoe Oorpe. 

Frgygltiqi) - Ohere are only programs of early stimulation, in the private 
sector as well as the official. In the area of architectural design, it is 
worth noting the activity of the Rotary Club in constructing rasps in the 
sidewalks of the city of aiayaquil, in order to facilitate access for persons 
with pliysical handicaps.

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EGYPT 



Ihs Arab Republic of Bgypt is a nearly rainless d es ert with a population of 
alnost 52 million living in only 4% of the total area, the arable valley and 
delta of the Nile. With the exoepticn of snAll minority groups, the Egyptian 
pqpulation is fairly honcgeneous, 93% Mosloa and 7% ooptic Christian. Arabic 
is the official language; the capital city is Cairo. Egypt has a recorded 
history of almost 6,000 years; since 1953 it has been a republic.

As moire of the endonic inf x:tiaus dififviBfw hove been brought under control, and 
elem»itaxy school f2K:ilities eoctendad, it has been possible to make a 
substantial start in providing program s for the handicapped, beginning with the 
blind and physically handicapped and now including children who are mentally 
retarded, deaf-mute or who have leprosy, cancer, or other diseases.

care. Other servioes my be under the federation, a ocnnune, or a private 
agency.

Honduras is one of tha largest oountrles in Oentral America and has a 
population of alnost 5 aillicn.

Hong Kong is a British Oolory (to beocne part of the People's Republic of China 
by the end of the century) . Of a papulation of 5.6 million in 1985, 98% are 
Chinese. Rehabilitation sexvioes in Hong Kong have a long history, but the 
most significant developnents ooa ii ied since Wbrld War II.

Social welfare servicses have dsvelqped slowly, but in planned fashion. 
IndkiMsia is now in its fourtli five-year plan. Social insuranoe is limited to 
a very restricted health insuranoe for certain grcxc» ot enf>lGyees and a 
similarly restrictad wock injury ooBpensatlcn schierae. There is ocnpilsory 
primry education for childcen 6 to 12 in age, and tcA literacy rate is more 
than 60%. Tto provide the maans for the very poor, people with more resources 
are zeoMStad to beocne foster parents (crangtua asuh) . Ihe total estimate of 
nentaily retarded children is about 2%, or 2.6 million chUdren. Of these, 
about 20,000 are in scixxOs and reoeive other institutional care. Actual 
statistics ate unreliable since mental retardation has often not been ackncwl- 
edged and re|)orted until reoenay. Rural nediual csentres play an increasing 
role in sanitation, infomation and prevention. The care for mentally retarded 
persora would develop well if financial siqppart were available.

1975. in 1962 the Ministry of Social Welfare esthblifted the Service for the 
Mardad, with resporaibllity to pcwiOi general direction to existing 
faculties and to initiate nm services and facilities, and fton ld69, to 
require local authorities to oaxzy out acficqprlate eervioes. Multidisciplinary 
diagnosis boards were establiahed, and oases are ravieMed at least once etvery 3 
years, with provrislcn for iqppeal. m 1975 the goverxment adcpbed a General 
Invalidity Insuranoe JMt for all disabled and incapacitated persons, including 
persora «ho are mentally retarded, providing monthly pension, rehabilitation 
services a»l personal hcn^ services, inclixiing persons froa 3 years onwurds.

wr%i.^4«pi . Policy in apeclal education has changed dramatically fron the 
■agregaticn or even esocauBion of handicapped children to the establishment by 
law of this right to education, first in ordinary schools (1971) and then in 
ordinary clrtoocn (1977) . Since the 1987 decision of the Oonstitutional Oourt, 
integration of disedaled children into the high schools (lyoeum, etc) is also 
obligatory. Parents at all times have the legal right to be consulted on their 
child's program. 

With the increase of schcxd integraticn, the nunber of special schools and 
residential institutions has dropped martodly, the clinical staff ftequently 
becondng school consultants with the local or regional health authority's 
nultidisciplinary siqppart team. Ihere are useful provisions for teachers who 
aooept a child with disability: reduction in class size, ancillary helpers, 
■i^l»rt teachers, and regular nqpport and consultation ftcm the clinical team. 

Work tralpinry m*i q Bl^TTyf*^ - Uhder the new Italian legislation segregation is 
also outlawed in the field of work. Efforts to integrate persons with 
significant degrees of mental retardation into the labor narkat are still in 
the beginning stages. It is ijqportant to note that the unions as a natter of 
principle agree with the policy of integration. However, as yet only a few 
school systens have developed vocational training which would prepare young 
people with nental handicap for work placement. 

Madical care - Historically nental retardation was seen as within the province 
of psychiatry. Following enactment of law 180 (1978) health care for persons 
with nental retardation and other disabilities became the responsibility of the 
local health centers, whose nultidisciplinary staff is better prepared to carry 
out a ocnprehensive program. 

BasidfinfelflluiSaEB - The large state institutions for the mentally Ul 9^ 
served for the confinement of adults with mental retardation. They hi ^ new 
been closed, but a certain nunber of sanaller, private residential institutions 
is still available to parents who desire this type of c&re.

Most of 
the teadierB in the Fpflnial education p ro gra m are ocdinaxy trained teachers, 
graduates of teacher training colleges in Jamaica. Seen of the staff are Iteoe 
Corps volunteers who have training in special education, anl there axe a f ev 
Jamaicano who have received ^»cial edUDation training overseas.

J2^)an*s pcpulatlcn of 121 milllcn is ocnoentrated around the large cities; 12 
millien pecple live in the Tdtyo metropoXitan area. The ecxncny is 
charactarized fay intensive industrialization and urbanization; the people have 
the hi^iest standard of living ir Asia. Japan's policy of oontrolled 
population growth plus hlc^ sanitary and health standards have resulted in a 
life ai}9)ectancy rate of 80 years. OcnfMlaary education ocnsists of 6 years of 
elanentary and 3 years of secxndary school; the literacy rate is 97%. Social 
welfare was traditionally the reaponsibility of the family, eqplGyerB or 
private otganizatiora, but goveninent is now providing a broad range of 
assistanoe ytujiams throu^ health insuranoe, pensions, nininM %«ge laws, and 
the operation or subsidizing of a variety of categorical services. 

IhB first specialized iiwtitution for retarded children started in 1891. 
Their care and education was primarily in the hands of philanthropic pioneers 
until the enactment of a series of laws idhich gave legal laasis for develcpnent 
of services: 1947/laMB on child welfare and education, 1950/tental health, 
1960/welfare of mentally deficient persons (over 18 years) . Voluntary 
associations and the pressure of public opinion have played a strong role in 
bringing about these legislative changes. Services are, with some exceptions, 
provided through the 47 Prefectures (govemnent units) .

Kenya, fanner British oolcny and ptotectarate becane independent in 1963; it 
has a pciulation of 20 milliGn vdth about 50% under the age of 15 years. 
Despite a high population grcwth rate of 4% per annun the average life 
expettanc/ has iipcoved to 57 years, infant nortality for boys is 125 per 1000 
and for girls 120 per 1000. Ihe Govemnant pronDtes family planning to faring 
6am the hic^ growth rate. 

The educBtional syston, originally mspparted by Christian churches is no/ fully 
sqpported by the governnent and private self-help effort. Ihere are three 
govemnent universities and three private university colleges plus specialized 
institutes catering for various disciplines. In 1978 a Special Ed u cat ion 
department was created within the Ministzy of E duca tia i, Science and 
Technology. Its divisions are ateinistration, inepecta r ate, curricula 
develcpunt and teacher training. In 1986 the Kenya Institute for Special 
Training became operational, and has taken over the training of teachers for 
children with special education needs. 

m 1986, there were 26 schools for the hearing ispaixed, 45 schools and units 
for the mentally handiceqpped, 43 hemes and units for the physically handice^iped 
and 10 priinary and secondary schools for the visually handicapped. In 
addition, there were 17 Vocational Training Oentres for all the handicapped and 
17 special Education Assessnent and Research Oentzes throughout the oocffitry.

Mmxitlus is a volcanic island acne 550 niles off the east coast of Madagascar, 
fbomin? part of the Kascarenes Geojp. Its climate is sani-^trqpical. 

Ttm pcpulAticn of over 985,000 is sultiracial; the majority are Indians of 
Hindki and MMlijn faitli; tte Creoles, of mixed Borqpean and Aftican descent, are 
the nsict laxgoet OGunsiity and are mostly RooBn Catholic. Ihe minority 
oonunities are Chinese and Francao-Mauritian. Hie pOESulation density is very 
hi^, Bie official languagrB 1» Bigliah, but French is extensively used, as is 
"Creole", a vernacular derived frcn Ptench. 

The island ves oolGnized by the French froii 1715 till 1810, then v»s 
tzamftorxed to the British until 1968 ttei Mauritius became an independent 
of the GCBBOMeallli, with a parliamentary type of govemnent; it is a 
of the united Mtttlcns. 



Itouritius is predcminantly agricultural and lives mainly en the production of 
cane sugar, but oUier industries, SBinly textile, are developing rapidly, 
giving encacyiMnt to a large nunte of young %x3nen. This is changing 
ftnSamentally the way of life of the Mauritian pqpulatiai. 

The country is at present faced with major problenB such as overpqpulaticn, 
unencacynent, housing and education. 31.2% of the p opula t i on is under 15. The 
average life expectancy is 68 years. Utetacy is hic^. Primary and seocntazy 
edocatloi are free and although not oonpulsory, 91.5% of primary school-age 
children are enrolled.

AStlR's Counselling Centre 
in Kathmandu provides hone-based training; a toy and equipnoent lending librazy 
has been set ip, a service which is to be wade available also In rural areas as 
the planned regional rerouroe centres are established. Following the HANDS 
esonqple, parent seninars have been reintxtsduoed and will lead to fomatlon of 
more parent groups. 

BdocBticn and social and wade skills training - A few flpftrial classes exist in 
regular schools but the responsibility is still mainly with the voluntary 
organizations, AI#1R and its maoftjers. In 1987, a total of 134 persons (mostly 
children but a few adults) were receiving educational training from 29 teachej.is 
in 12 different units. Ihess numbers will inczease rapidly as more personnel 
beocms available. The BanefiMor industrial centre will provide v^ark 
opportuTiitles as well as generating seme income for AMMR's programs. 
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BBrsGitiel pni[)aratlGn, cm of tha biggest hurdlM in a oountzy beginning 
servioBs, has beocne systanatlc. Tvo oo u nioa have been organized cn a nationad 
level.

Adtadnistrative staff of AMIR is being trained 
and organizajlflnal dsvelcfment is taJdng torn, %*ith long and short rarae 
planning sessions offered.

The care for the nentaily retaxded in the Netherlands is a shzunad ze^jonsl- 
bllity of the govexment and of private arganizatlcns. HuMaver, prevision of 
care la alJixaet totally in the hands of private, nonprofit orgpnizations and 
agencies that qperate under a tripartite (Catholic, Protestant, nan sectarian) 
aystfln of agencies %dhich reoeive siA^/entions trca the apprcpriate public 
bodies. The goveimBnt, through financial, regulatory, advisory and planning 
neasures, vakm the policy, in close oocperaticn with the private 
arganizaticns. Zncxeasing daoentralizatiGn is giving ncre rospcnsibilites to 
the 12 poxfSfincial gcvemnents. 

BduoatiGn is ocnpulsory frcn ages 5 through 15. Special education has Icng 
been a part of the Dutch public school sfystan, schools for noderately and 
severely retarded children hanging been a part of the official systan sincse 
1950, and schools for mildly retarded since tly» 1920's. Residential heroes and 
schools under private auspices have existed since the turn of the century, but 
the 1960 's sm an extensive and differentiated develcpnent of services, for 
retarded adults as well as children.

Caseflnding, diagnoslB and assesEnent, consultation to parents - Casefirxiing is 
generally dependent en referral by parents, teachers, doctars or social 
workers, and, most frequently, because of the diild's difficulties in school. 
Diagnostic and asseseaooent services are provided by the Institutes noted above 
or in the Interior possibly by a regional health center. Oonsultaticn to 
parents is an iioportant part of the work of the parent associations, and the 
teaching staff of schools. 

Bchjoaction - In 1985 there were 8 special schools for children with mental 
retardation, two private and six official. Five were in Asuncion, the other 
three in Oonoepci^Sn, Itodre JUan Caballero and Itibati. There are also ^lecial 
claflooo fUncticnlng in Asuncion and in 18 localities in the interior of the 
co untry ; all have direct relationship with the Department of Special Education, 
Ministry of Education. Ihere are in general three types of programs: for 
those individuals «ho are able to be trained, enchasis is on ocnpirehenslve 
dsveloponent and personzdity fomnaticn, enabling children to function in the 
family and in the social envirorment aooording to their limitations and 
possibilities. For children and youth able to learn, the goal is to provide an 
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integral academic^ social and tectmiczd education towaxds integration in 
society and active, useful participation in the technical world. Other 
pa-xagraiMi are based en an integrated teaching model, gtocping children with 
different ftnsticning levels, using both individualized and grcup teaching 
strategies. (For exanple, Eacuela Integrada Alegria, Badre Fucheau No. 440, 
Asuncion; started in the early 1980s.) 

Hock training and m^HagmeKit - Both INHO and AI>ACSiN offer viork training ani 
assistance with job finding; APMXM A^jpcrts a eftieltated vodcshop. In 1984 the 
D miaiUa Bi il of Specdal Education opened a Protected Woiicshcp vihere people with 
mental retardation, deafifiess and blindness are cnployed in productive work 
benefiting their country as well as theneelves. It is located at Montevideo 
840 near HumaitA. 

BBXBcniel training - For a nunber of years teachers were trained abroad, in 
Uruguay, Argentina, ^ain, or though the Fartners of the Americas of Keunas, 
USA. Ihe German speaking villages in the Chaoo region have had ooraultation 
and assistance in teacher training trm the Korth American Hennonite Mental 
Health Services. At present, however, the Ministry of Education and Culture is 
providing training for human resource needs in the fields of mental retardation' 
and deafhess, %^th funding throug|h INHO. Oourses lashing two years have been 
developed in the mstituto Superior de Educaci<Sn; li^y 1985, 108 professionals 
had graduated.

Oha Ministry of Bdtucaticn, based on data fkon registration of 
children of pce-school age, estimates the proportion of children ineligible for 
normal schockl because of inadequate mental dsvelopnent as between 2 and 2.4%. 
Another estimate obtained through a field survey aftxMed a proportion of 
apprcodmately 0.4% of the children with IQ below 50 in the age group 7 to 13. 

me Ministry of Education and the Ministry of Health and Social Welfare are 
responsible for all services, exoept that most gainful agoplcyment of mentally 
retarded adults is part of the activity of the Uhion of Invalids Oooperatives. 

During the last yaars significant progress in the field of mental retardation 
has taken place and is reflected in the develcpnent of services, including 
early intervention and parent education activities.

fran birth to 14 years reoeive regular free health chadcs and prcfiiylactic care 
(vaccinations, etc.) ; txxm birth to 3 years it is prcvided by the local mother 
and child centers. Health caxe of older children is the re s ponsibility of the 
pre-school and school pt^lcians. 

The mental health services, mostly through the mental heedth centers, provide 
both ocnsultation to other physicians and direct treatment of mentally retarded 
persons. Ihe network of mental health centers develcped rather quiddy; there 
is, hoMSver, a flhortage in pediatric neurologists and peychiatrists. Ihe 
centers prcvide medical as uell as psychological evaluation and therapy, 
including speech therapy and physiotherapy. Ihe nunber of mented health 
centers was 60 in 1955 and 523 by 1982. A few neuropsychiatric children's 
sanatoria admit mentally retarded children for rehabilitation treatment. 

Special pa^ o grams for early detection of metabolic erroTB have been introduced 
by the Institute for Mother and Child care, and screening of seme 2,700,000 
nswbom babies for FNJ has been perfamed. Ihe FMJ incidenoe is about 1:8,000. 
In detected cases special diet treatment is carried cn under direct management 
of the Institute. 

BIHfTntiiflP " Poland has & long-standing tradition of special education. As 
early as 1922 the Institute of ^lecial Pedagogy was founded in Warsaw to 
prepare teachers for all types of special education. Ihe Bpnnini school 
netwDEk Was limited to the educable level until the 1960*s \Aien, on the 
initiative of the parents* movement, acne schools and classes were organized 
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for moderately, and scnetiinas severely retanJed ctOldren, Jtnown as "Schools of 
Life". Slixse 1966 they have been inootparated Into the special sc*iool systeni 
of the Ministry of Bduoation. 

In 1983, 21 special preoctols and 100 ^lecial groups in nonoal presciwols 
oared for 900 ciiildren. 440 special schools and 394 classes in ordinary 
8C*iDol8 served abcut 68,000 children. In addition, 201 special vocational and 
100 special rlaasoe in ordinary vocational schools aocxxncdated appnxdinately 
20,000 students. Ihsre ware 88 schooU and 418 claasM within schools for the 
mildly retarded, for 8,350 moderately and severely retarded children. 
C^aestions still exist ocnoeming ptoyiaas and methods of educating children 
with moderate and severe intellectual disabilities. Increased attention is 
being given to vocational rteparation of all handicapped pipils. 

WBt KJtta inilW mti Rir^wamt" - Most mildly retarded pereora find cnployiaent on 
the qpen labor market, sone, hcwever, go to the wortaihops of the Uhion of 
Invalids Oooperatives. For moderately and severely retarded adults, prograns 
have been developed for vocational training and work plaoenent, nadnly in the 
62 sheltered workBhaps for retarded persons enplayed by the Invalids 
Oooperatives (12,000 spaces in 1983) . Some pre-^vocaticnal training prograns 
are provided by branches of the Ooninittee for Psrsora with Moital Hhnlicap. 

Hwlligal Qm - m general, medical care is inoocporated into the general 
network of medical services, ihe care of infants an^. onall childroi is carried 
out by ocnprehensive pediatric services and faciliti« for wanen and children 
in the Mother and Child Oenters administered by the Health aM Social welfare 
Sections of the Voivodship AMnistration. Attached to these centers are the 
Sciiool Medicine Dispensaries. . Both oaU on the services of special consultants 
in the fields of pediatrics, gynecology, obstetrics and child surgery. At the 
local level the Mother and Child mspactorates are part of the local health 
oenters. Preventive public health measures Initiated in the post-ijar years 
havebrcugjht a sharp decrease in maternal and infant mortality, and a great 
iBprovanent in the general physical developnent ot children. Creches and 
nirseriee for children of working mothers are unler the public health systan 
and the nunher of children attending then and the kindergBsrtans of the public 
school systan is oonparatively large. Ihe system of mental health services 
providing consultation and treatment to children and is^iLta in outpatient 
clinics is still limited primarily to the larger population centers, 

BBffi dffiltinl Q\Tft " Institutions are run both by govenmient and private 
organizations but the admission conditions are the same, and omervision is 
under the Department of Social Welfare. Ihere are separate institution for 
children (from 3-18 years) and for adults; certain adult institution also 
include chronic mentally ill. Instillation have cn the average 100 places. 
Biey are characterized by rather hi^jh standards of physical care, are mostly 
located far tram big cities and not well staffed in professional personnel. 
Ihere are long %«itlng lists. Serious problems are created by shortage of 
places in hones for adults. As the residents in the institutions for children 
grew and the rate of discharge is rather limited, they gradually are beli^ 
transformed into hones for children and young adults. In 1983 114 instituticns 
for dilldren provided 11,000 places; there were 10,500 adults in 94 
institutions. In sane of the institutions there are limited educational 
p ixag i am s and sone vocational rehabilitation.

Tn tlieary all servioBs are cpen to disabled 
persons; in practice special iwri training centers, wocMqps and «rork activity 
centers have been defvelcpad fbr persons with nental handicaps, a few operated 
directly by the Institute, but wist by private associations and oooperatives. 
Hm Model Vbcaticnal Rahabilitation Oenter of Alooit&o, planned to facilitate 
the integration of disdaled persons into the generic service systen, serves 
only physically handicapped people at present. 

In 1983 about 155 pre-^vocaticijal prujiai u s for young pacple between 12 and 20 
years were being siQported by the Ministry of Education and the Ministry of 
liBbor, primarily designed for pi(>ils in epecial day and residential schools, 
nost of which were operated by parent associations and cocperatives serving 
mentally handicapped youth. 

UMiitenfclal care was available for a limited nunter of children and young 
people in private residential schools, support ccndng from the Departnotts of 
Health and Social Security. Mentally handicapped adults «ho could no longer 
remain at hcne were typically sent to institutions serving the mentally ill. 

HecTBatlon - fmOM has organized sport festivals and sumner casping. A youth 
affiliated with the Association assists. 

l to*mw* i truiniwy - One year courses for teachers of the mentally rstaT^Aed are 
held by the Instituto Ant6iio Aur61io da Oosta Ferreira for a limited matter of 
participants who have primary teacher qualifications or a university degree. 
Ohis diploma is necessary for teachers of epecial classes in the ordinary 
schools. Nb training is necessary for supervisors (child care war^oers) in 
residential schools and homes. 

Since the 1979 legislation the Division of Special Education has been 
resporaible for intensive in-service training courses for teachers and other 
personnel involved in the education of children with disabilities. The Oentres 
for M&iico-Pedagogic Observation and Oounselling (in cooperation with the 
Ministry for Srjcial Affairs) also provide on-going training activities for 
epecial education teachers and other professionals throughout Portugal.

Owedon participates actively with the four other Nordic countries in many areas 
of nxtual interest, e.g. through participation in the Nordic Association on 
Mental Ratardation, NFTU; her international involvenent, especially in aid to 
developing oountries, is generous. 

The first flpecial achool for tha mentally retarded ma founded in 1866 and led 
to the estid>liflhiDent of nany provincial boarding schoolr by the turn of the 
oantury. All qfwcial aervioes for the retarded are now presided by the 23 
oounties and 2 nunicipalities, under special boards appointed by the elected 
County Oouncils. A trnt welfare law for the nentally retarded came into force 
JUly 1, 1986.

services and handicapped children have special riq|hts to such services. School 
attendanoe is oonpulscry for Ml retarded children between 7 and 17. 
Vocational training is voluntary. Steps are being taken to serve very severely 
retarded childroi and tho»3 with associated hearing and sight handicaps more 
adB(]uately. At the secondary level there are special vocational schools for a 
large majority of the retarded adolescents, and some "activity training** for 
the minority unable to benefit frtxn vocational training. Various forms of 
adult education are available and widely used. 

Wtark Tral^d im MFl BiPlovMent - The State Qiplcyment Service has ^jecial 
training resources for persons with handicaps and collaborates with vocational 
guidance specialists in the school systen. Many mildly retarded persons get 
jobs on the ap&n narket. Ohere are several forms of sheltered or send- 
sheltered work; the state pays 50% (sonetimes 90%) of the total wage cost 
during the first two years and lower amounts (dcwn to 25%) during the following 
years. Mentally retarded adults attend a day center if no real work is 
available. Nevertheless, more than 15% of all retarded adults had neither a 
job nor other meaningful occupation in 1984. 

HarHrgii f^y y - Free health, medical and dental care is provided, more and more 
by the general health services. Technical aids of all kinds are free of 
charge, but may be more difficult to obtain for retarded persons with 
additional physical handicaps.

Bduoational and vocational training is en^tiasized and for 
retarded adults - inclvding adults who are severely handicapped, ccntiming

Hostels for retarded adults in sheltered eqplcyment have been established 
within the ooranunity in Zurich, Basle and other tcuns, and several residential 
centers, such as those under anthroposophic direction^ provide family living 
and en|>lGyment for moderately and severely retarded young adults. An exanple 
is "Aigues Vertes** in the Cianton of Geneva, run by meniDers of the Canphill 
novonent in cocperaticn with the Geneva Parents' Association.

Ihailand Is a Scuthaast Asian tropical country About the size of Franoa. Its 
50.7 Billicn people axe prlnarily of Thai stock and rural. Ihere are minority 
graufjs of urlaan Cbinase, Kalay^-flpeakingr NobIooos in the south and Vietnaonese and 
hill tril»s in the northuest and north. About 94% of the people are Budkahist. 
Ohft language is Ihai, related to Sanscrit and PBdi. English is the official 
seoond language. Bangkxdc, the capital, is a modem city with a population of 
over 4 nillicn. 

Ihe Kingdcn of Ihailand is tha only Southeast Asian country never under a 
OQlcnial power. Hodemization began in the late 19th century and since 1932 it 
has been a ooratitutional nonarciiy. Jteftninistratively, the country is divided 
into 73 prcvinoes, farther subdivided into districts, towns and villages. 

A oonoerted effort has been launched b". tha govemnent to isfirave standards of 
health, education and eoonondc sa ^ . .y and an unusually large part of the 
national budget goes to eccnamic development and education. Schooling is 
concMlaaty between ages 7 and 14; the literacy rate is hic^. Ihere are 12 
universities, many training colleges and vocational schools. 

Ihe first special pr o yiam for the mentally retarded was a training school and 
residential ixstituticn established by the govemMoit in 1962.

Galled the Iteiya MittiJCDrn School for the Mentally Retarded, it 
currently is a day schcxjl serving 139 mildly retarded students with 19 tea<3iers 
frail the Spocial Education Division. The Division has organized a school in 
Cheingmai Province, the KEodla Anukul, serving 242 students with 23 teachers. 

ifarir Tminim and Bs>1ovment - Wark-training, pR^xational traii^ 
tional training have been prc^^ided to 150-200 trainees in Rajanukul Hospital 
and the outside training centres of the Hospital. In addition, there is a 
sheltered workshop for 100 adolescents and adults in the Punya WUttikom Sciiool 
oonplex. F\jrther, the Public Welfare Department organized a sheltered workshcp 
far eqpproodmately 100 persons with physical handio^. 

The industrial rehabilitation centres organized by the Department of labor, in 
I>athum thani Provinoe, serve those disabled persons whose disabilities have 
been caused fay oocqpational accidents. Scne may be mildly retarded workers v*io 
nay have passed level 4 of the elementary school and become good laborers in 
industrial work. Mcast of the mildly or even moderately mentally retarded have 
training in an ordinary work place or family industry.

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Ite Republic of Uganda in East Africa has a population of 15.9 millicn (1987 
astinate) with an sveraga annual growth rate of 3.4%. Kanpala, the capital and 
largast city, has half a million people. Appfrcodmately a quarter of the land 
and 90% of the labor force is in agricultura, mostly subsistoxs farming. 
Uganda became indqpendent in 1962, having been a British protectorate for 68 
yaars. Since Janiary 1986 it has been governed ty the National Rasistanoe 
Qinnrtl fbllowlng nearly tuo dacadas of unstable conditions, including periods 
of tecrorian and dvll yar. 

As has been the case in most countries, services for children with blindness 
and other physical handicaps viere developed first. In 1970 a national canpaign 
to provide rehabilitation services cnphasizing prsventlon and treatment of 
polio, and vocational training for adults with physical disabilities, brought 
international attention and assistance. 

Ohe first wrff^lffl service for mentally handicapped children seoDos to have 
started in 1979 when the tuo-year old Mercy Children's Center In Kanpala (vihlch 
provided day care for young children of working mothers) agreed to admit the 
retarded child of a physician desperately seeking schooling for his child, 
together with two other children. Follawing the establishnent of the UgarxSa 
Association for the Mentally Hemdlcapped in 1983, a total of six centers were 
set up in the first two years, in five different Districts (eastern, southern, 
northem, western and central) although lack of funds, trained personnel, 
txanspurt problems and lack of classrocn materials have constrained 
developments.

Although EhgHand and f«des are 
gmreUy aonsldsred as one unit tar adninistrBtive purposes, the Malih Office 
does hav« scbs autoras/ in policy dsvelopnent, as danonstrated by the 
pcoducbioi in 1983 of the All Hedes strategy for the Develcfment of Services 
for IWii il'jj Handioaiipad Pacple. Ohis dcxunent has presided oonsiderably 
greatsr leadarrtilp touards progressi^ve oomunity based services in Wales than 
exists in either Bigland or Scotland. 

Although sscvioas in WBdee remain patchy, they do seen to be advancing more 
rapidly and oohscently than elseuhere in the UK. A pioneering model of 
ocssunity services based on individual needs laas carried out fay NIMROD (New 
Ideas tat the Osre of Hentally Retarded People in Ordinary Dwellings) , starting 
in 1977 in Cardiff, si^ported by the Welsh Office (the Mental Handicap in Wales 
ARilisd TTiiienu li Unit) , the Health Authority, and the Soutl. Glamorgan Oounty 
Council, in ooUabocation with the City Oouncil, and handed over to the Oounty 
Oouncil after seven years. Ihe close and valuable working relationship between 
ssrvioe and imnau li staff provided xmique docunentaticn of this project.

The Act epecif ies tha at least 65% of the state grants sust be used for 
priority areas such as enployment, oonmunity living, child dsvelopnent 
and case management or other priority areas defined liy the state.

children vith »ntal ratantation and other develotmental diaedsilities. 

Beginning in 1956, feteal grants to states under the Crippled Children's and 
Maternal and Qiild Health Rrograns have supported mental retardation clinics 
(child dsvelopnant clinics) , now nmbering over 150. The clinicB are 
outpatient »Bdlcal facilities providing oonixrehensive evaluation, counseling, 
trvatnent, and follow-^ services prinarily to children suspected of or 
diagnosed vith nental retardation, and their families. 

Ihere are also qpecialized clinics in each state such as treatment centers for 
matalMlic disorders, and concirehensive clinical genetic service centers. 
Itewit-to-parent counselling has been an iji|)artant function of meaiy voluntary 
organizations. 

- Ohe provision and funding of educational programs fcr children vith 
disabilities is primarily a responsibility of local and state govemnent, 
sidoject to certain basic federal mandates. Ihe Bducaticn for All Handioafped 
QiildrBn Act, passed by Ocngress in 1975 and known as P.L. 94-142, has been a 
landoark piece of federal legislation. It has fundamentally changed the 
educational aystoB in the Iftiited States, guaranteeing a free and appropriate 
pidslic education to the nation's 4 million handicapped children frcn 3-21 years 
old, in a least, restrictive environooent. The Act further emphasizes the 
IndividualiL^ Educational Plan (IE?) for each student.

A pilot project on pre^vooational training in weaving and in carpentry has been 
mcunted in 1986 within one of the primary school units in Lusaka for children 
with mental retardation, vith the financial st^iport of ZACAID. 

HBdiflBLi&a - S^ialized medical care is delivered to a limited nmlser of 
persons vith mental retardation throuc|h the govemnent's psychiatric services 
which include, in addition to the national peychiatric hospital, a netwoirk of 
ape c iall y trained clinical officers posted in all Districts. In addition 
certain typee of medication (e.g. anti-«pileptic drugs) are dispeneed to 
patients throu^ the ordinary local health centres. 

BMidflDfeiALOEi - A snail nunber of persons vith severe mental retardation 
reside at the national peychiatric hospital.

This department's team 
includes a qwclalist in the area of mental retardation. The plans for this 
D^iartaMit are to produce siqpplenentary syllabi, stqpploDaentary teachors 
hancDoolae, and taaching/learning aids for pupils and teachere. The Department 
aleo plans to oonduct iKxrkBfaops fox. teachers.

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TIPS FOR TRAVELERS 



Suggestions on Planning Trips to Other Countries 



With the tremendous increase in international travel, nany 
organisations and agencies may be burdened by the large nuaber of 
visitors froB abroad. Many hours of valuable staff time are 
involved in receiving these visitors. You will quicicly see that 
it is not only your obligation towards your prospective host but 
also in your own interest to prepare your trip carefully so that 
your visit will receive appropriate attention. Here are a few 
suggestions: 

1. Prepare a brief, one page statenent which gives your 
own professional background, your present activities, 
including your full title, the name of tl^ie agency or 
organization with which are affiliated, and your full 
address. Outline briefly the particular program area 
in which you are interested; indicate also whether you 
would like to meet particular staff members. 

2. Enclose V itatenent in your correspondence 
preparato _ co your trip and carry enough copies with 
you so that you can leave one with the person who 
receives you at each of the programs you visit. 
Furnishing this kind of information will assure your 
prospective host that your interest is genuine and 
warrants attention. It also will help in planning time 
most effectively and involving those staff meaibers who 
are best able to assist you, or who may be bept able to 
act as interpreter for you. 

3. Be as specific as possible regarding the length of time 
you will have available for your visit. 

4. Allow adequate time for your local travel arrangements 
so that your host is not kept waiting. It is easy to 
forget how much one can get slewed down in finding the 
way in unaccustomed surroundings. 

5. Frequently travellers try to crowd too much into their 
schedules. Be sure to give yourself time to absorb 
what you have seen, and by all means, keep a dally 
record of facts, figures and comments. 

6. Final precautions: 00 check whether the countries you 
plan to visit require visas; if so, do not wait until 
the last minute to obtain one. Then: take twice the 
money and half the clothes you think you will need 
(advice from veil-seasoned travellers) .
